“If you are a person who thinks he does 
not need the church, who thinks he knuws 
enough about religion already, why, I say 
you had better stay away from here. You 
are areprobate. You know enough.already. 
I can’t teach you anything. It’s no use for 
me to try.“ 

This was the affirmation of the Rev. Dr. 
Frank Crane, recent pastor of Trinity Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, in the course of his 
jnitial sermon as the new pastor of the Hyde 
Park Church yesterday morning. His theme 
was God's Personal Invitation.” 

l want to say something of personal in- 
Duence, he sad. We do not seem to 
kuow the value of personal influence. You 
Dave it, and I have it. The greatest duty of 
your new. pastor is that above all ‘other 
things he shall exert his personal influence 
jn the church. And that's what every mem- 
ber ot the church ought to dod his business. 
In business give your employé the advan- 
tage and encouragement of your personal 
influence. Take him out to luncheon with 
you once in a while, instead of giving him 
advice. O, there are many people who could 
do great good by their personal influence. 
There are rich people who isolate them- 
Selves, who shut themselves up in mansions 
and devote themselves to institutionalism. 

The reason why nine-tenths of the people 
who don’t accept Christianity don’t accept 

t is because of sheer cowardice and sensu- 
ality. They are afraid they will have to de- 
Prive themselves of something. In Christi- 
anity they see so much of the Nazarite that

MoLennan at Trinity. | 

The Rev. W. E. McLennan, formerly of the 
Berwyn Methodist Episcopal Church, 
reached his first sermon as pastor of Trin- 
hy Church, Indiana avenue and Twenty- 
fourth street, in the morning. In beginning 
he stated that on next Sunday morning he 
: would make known his plans for work that 
he had laid out for the church, and give a 

) declaration of principles as a basis: His ser- 


man was on the principle that the congre- 
gation should unite as workers, and let any 
past differences be laid aside. 

Being God's fellow-workers, let us stop 
talking and go to work,“ hesaid. We shall 
not ignore ideals—faith, hope, enthusiasm, 
and courage—but these are not substitutes 
for labor. It is through work rather than 
Speech and deeds instead of sayings that 
great things are accomplished. It is impos- 
sible to do a false kind of work when one is 
a laborer with God.“ 


Salter on True Religion. 
W. M. Salter spoke for the first time since 
‘vacation before the Society of Ethical Cul- 
ture in Steinway Hall, in the morning. His 
theme was The Marks of a True Religion.“ 
“He said: / 
The religious man is one at the bottom 
of whose soul is a certain reverence; who, 
though he may doubt many things, has 
something of which he is sure; who has a 
principle of conscience within him, in virtue 
_of which some things ,are allowable to him 
and others are not; whose inner life is 
* hence marked by struggle; who can do and 
strive unseen by men; who will even sacri- 


fice, if need be, and find an elevated joy in 
“doing so. These are marks of all true re- 
ligion, Christian, Buddhist, or what not. 
Ethics is not to be taken as contradict- 
ory to religion, or as an addition to it, ora 
Substitute for it; it is that to which revér- 
ence, the soul of religion, shbuld go out. The 
ethical laws survive when theological creeds 
become uncertain. There is no other way 
for men and societies than the way of jus- | 
tice, the way of love.”’ 


25 In Other New Pulpits. 

Dr. William O. Shepard began his pastorate 

of the Emmanuel Methodist Church of 
Evanston and preached morning and even- 
ing. The Value of Religion” was the 
subject of the opening sermon. 
The Rev. C. S. Dudley preached his first 
sermon as pastor of the Oakland Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Oakwood boulevard. 
He came to Chicago from Beatrice, Neb., 
and succeeded Dr. W. O. Shepard. 

The Rev. Herbert S. Bigelow of the Vine 
Street Church, Cincinnati, preached at the 
University Congregational Church in the 
morning. He will fill the pulpit next Sun- 
day also. The theme of the sermon was 
The Power of an Idea,“ and the text was: 
“Let the dead bury their dead, but go thou 
and preach the gospel.“ He interpreted this 
to mean that preachers must. break off from 

the past and seek new truths. E. Burritt 
Smith, a trustee of the church, said Mr. 
Bigelow is not a candidate for that pulpit. 


LECTURE BY JUDGE W. G. EWING.

Judge William G. Ewing lectured last 
night at the Third Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, Ogden avenue and Washington boule- 
vard, on “ Christian Science Founded onthe 
Bible.“ He gaid in part: 

“I am not here to proselyte any one. I 
would scorn to stand before this audience 
with no higher purpose than to increase 
my own denominational strength by lessen- 
ing yours. I wish, if I can, to add something 

to the joy and sweetness of your lives. I 
want, if possible, to remove from your minds 
the prevailing prejudices of the old churches 
against Christian Science, growing, perhaps 
not unnaturally, out of their ignorance of 
the subject. 
Tou surely are in favor of whatever 
makes men and women better, happier, 
more loving and lovable? So are we. You 
will aid whatever will lessen the burdens and 
sorrows of men, banish superstition, and 
minimize fear? So will we. You will en- 

courage Whatever will destroy avarice, 
@elfishness, and lust; whatever will exalt 
manhood and enthrone virtue and love? So 
will we. You believe in one God and Father 
of all, infinite in wisdom, justice, goodness, 


intelligence, without form or parts, begin- 
-Ming of days or end of years, who fills all 


made all that was made, and pronounced 75 
that he made good? You believe in, worship, 
love, and adore such a God? So do we. You 
believe in Jesus Christ, the only begotten 
Son of God—the immaculate conception of 
the virgin mother—who taught in the temple, 
preached the gospel, healed the sick, made 
the lame to walk, gave sight to the blind, 
hearing to the deaf, and. purity to the sin- 
ful; was crucified, buried, and on the third | 
day rose triumphant over death and lighted 
forever the shadows of earth by the demon- 
strated truth of life, immortal as God? Yon 
believe in this dear, compassionate, loving . 
Jesus as your Lord, your Savior, your exam- | 
ple? Sodo we. You believe the Bible is the 
divinely inspired revelation of God to man? 
The older Christian churches urge as an 
objection against what they conceive Chris- 
tian Science to be that it is sheer impiety for 
Anu person to assert that he is clothed with 
the power of God to heal the sick. The strik- 
ing weakness of this objection is that Chris- 
an Sctentists do not profess any such thing. 
As it was in the time of Jesus, so now the 
_power that heals the sick is the power of God. 
Will any one of the old churches assert 
that Jesus did not mean that his disciples of 
old time should do the works he did—that
